In the 
delivery of such ornate music as Ros- 
sni's "Semaramide" she has never 
been equalled . No other singer com- 
manded such a high salary. She was 
born in Madrid, Spain, in 1848, but is 
of Italian ancestry from where all the 
great singers .come. She has

married three times. In 1868 to the 
Marquisde Oaux, from whom she was 
divorced in 1876. She next married 
M. Nicolini, who died in 1898. 
In 


1809 she married Baron Rolf Ceders- 
trom with whom she is still living.

Mozart is its greatest exponent.

We do not be- 
gin counting

one, but from 


nought. 
But we do not begin count- 


ing from it because we have reached 
it, but because there is no use of going 
farther, we never come any nearer to 
it. 


1'or the same reason mathematicians 


subtract from nought (but no subtrac- 
tions make it any less as no additions 
make numbers any greater.) 


The place where we begin to count, 
and also the place where we begin to 
subtract are neither of them nought 
and, therefore, what we call nought 
is only the first place of adding or sub- 
tracting. One is the second place, two 
the third, and so on up to ninety-nine, 
which is the hundredth and, therefore, 
tho twentieth century began January 
1st 1900, and not January 1st, 1901, 
as supposed. 
But that was not what 


we were going to say. We don't care 
when the century began. 
This is a 


kind 
of sermon on Pascal's text, 
"Extremes touch and unite by reason 
of their remoteness from each other 
and are found in God and in God 
only." 


In this case one extreme is the 


nought. 
We cannot lessen and the 


other the numbers we cannot count. 
We suppose that God, for the very 
reason of His remoteness from us, 
must also approach the very smallest 
and sectt.t things because we, who are 
apparently nearer to them, cannot see 
them or know them. God only knows 
why he made the world round, but 
from this knowledge we who see two 
ships at sea apparently receding from 
each other know they are actually ap- 
proaching, but without this knowledge 
we could not know it. 


We believe that God knows our most

ters cannot be used at some places, 
and this necessitated culverts, and 
very lengthy ones at some places. For 
years terra cotta pipe was used for this 
purpose and the expense of taking 
Lbem up frequently to take out ob- 
structing refuse was heavy. Happily, 
it was suggested that stone and cement 
conductors, under streets particularly, 
would be better and this was tried 
with excellent results. 
And, now, 


when a pipe culvert wears out or be- 
comes obstructed Street Commission- 
er Holcombe tears It out, puts a gang 
of masons at work, covers the stone 
water way with large three-inch slabs 
and nas no trouble cleaning out clog- 
ting obstructions. All he has to do is 
:o iind out where the obstruction is 
and lake up the slab at that polnl.
